BERLIN, March 
Chancellor Hitler, protector 
of Bohemia and Moravia, 


sponsor and guarantor of 
Slovakia, joined his vast cav- 
alcade of soldiers pouring 
into shattered Czecho-Slo- 
vakia today while Czechs 
cried “Hitler Pfui” at Ger- 
man tanks rumbling through 
the streets of Prague. 
Informed persons said Hitler 
would reach Prague Friday and 
that the interval would be used 
by biack-un!formed SS guards— 
the Security Service—to make 
sure that no untoward incident 
would attend the Fuehrer’s tri- 
umphant entry into the ancient 
capital of old Czecho-Slovakia, 
This is in keeping with a practice 
observed during two previous en- 
tries into capitals of annexed terri- 
tory. German troops entered Aus- 
tria March 11. Two days later Hit- 
ler entered Vienna. The Sudeten-

VACCINATION 


Vaccination horses against 
sleeping sickness is recommended 
| during the months of April and May 
and arrangements have been made 
| for drug stores to carry supplies of 
the preventative, Hon. D. B. Mullen, 
minister of agriculture stated on 
Wednesday. 

“A great deal can be done to pre- 
vent the outbreak by vaccinating | 
all horses with chick vaccine,” 
said. 

Continuing, Mr. Mullen declared 
that “Qualified veterinarians and 


of 


municipal secretaries are co-operat- | 


ing to insure that horses are pro- 
perly vaccinated. It is necessary 
that each horse be vaccinated twice 


| and the total cost of the vaccine for 


both treatments will be 75 cents.” 

He pointed out that vaccination 
will insure immunity for six months | 
if properly administered, 

Farmers, he said, are advised to} 
obtain the services of qualified vet- 
erinarians to vaccinate their horses | 
or to consult their municipal secre- 
tary who will know who is qualified 
to perform vaccination. 

“The department of agriculture 
wishes to warn farmers that unqual- 
ified persons may try to take advan- 
tage of the situation by offering to 
vaccinate horses with vaccine that 
would be of no benefit,” said the 
minister, “If proper preventive 
measures are taken, it is expected 
that the disease can be very closely 
controlled and that losses may be 
kept to an insignificant number.”

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Going Up 


The assessment of Edmonton property 
for this year shows an increase over the 
figures for last year of $189,290. The in- 
crease is not large, and its major signifi- 
cance is that it is the first increase regis- 
tered since 1931. In each intervening year | 
the assessment has dwindled, resulting in 
a total shrinkage of about $13,000,000, 

This year’s gain is due to sales by the 
city of untaxed property and to the crea- 
tion of taxable improvements. It thus re- 
flects a permanent, not a speculative, 
broadening of the taxation basis. 

The gain is not large enough to affect 
the mill rate, but should it continue that 
will be the ultimate result. And—with- 
out a complete revision of the tax system 
—the only way to bring down the rate is 
to get tax-free property into private 
hands and new buildings erected. The pro- 
perty-owning taxpayer will hope that the 
break in the downward movement of the 
assessment total marks the turn of the 
tide. 


Back to the Poll-Tax? 
re oe: | 

One Alberta rural municipality has im- 
posed a poll-tax of $5 on residents who 
are not property-owners. It is the muni- 
cipality of Stockland, west of Okotoks, an 
industrial rather than a farming area, in 
which the number of non property-own- 
ers is relatively high. The proceeds of the 
poll-tax will go to support hospitals and 
pay relief. 

The poll-tax used to be a fairly com- 
mon means of raising revenue in Alberta 
towns. It was abandoned in Edmonton 
and elsewhere many years ago, on the | 
ground that the poll-tax payer paid twice. 
It was argued successfully that he paid 
once directly, and again indirectly 
through the rent of the room or the house 
in which he lived. Naturally the tax was | 
never popular among those who had to 
pay, and the trouble of collecting was an 
added reason for its abandonment. 

Conditions have changed radically 
since the days when real estate was the 
accepted evidence of wealth, and real 
estate taxation the easiest way to get 
municipal revenue. Burdens have been 
thrown upon the property-holder which 
were unknown in the earlier times, and 
which are not incidental to any Services 
which benefit him more than others. 

Councils of urban municipalities are 
therefore searching for kinds of taxation 
which will bring them the money they 
need, instead of land they do not want. 
Stockland may have given a lead to other 
municipalities where property-owners are 
in the minority, and started a movement 
toward reimposition of the poll-tax as a 
means of raising revenue for what are 
called social services. 


Another Stride 


The expected has happened quickly in 
mid-Europe. Six months ago Czechoslo- 
vakia was forced under threat to surrend- 
er territory to Germany, Hungary and 
Poland, and to accept terms which left its 
future in the hands of Hitler. He has fore- 
closed the mortgage. Over-night the 
Czecho-Slovak federation was pulled to 
pieces. The eastern section is now a Slo- 
vak state under German protection. The 
Carpatho-Ukraine is in process of absorp- 
tion by Hungary. The 7,000,000 Czechs 
may—or may not—be permitted a s mb- 
lance of self-government and national 
existence for a time. At best their little 
country can be only an island surrounded 
by hostile and avaricious neighbors, un- 
able to protect itself and nowhere in con- 
tact with a friendly or even neutral power. 

It can make little difference to the 
Czechs or to the world whether their post- 
age-stamp State 1s annexed to Germany 
now or later. There is little doubt that 
will be its eventual fate. If annexation is 
postponed, they will have to take orders 
from Berlin, disband their army, make 
trade treaties dictated by the Fuehrer, 
align their economic system and their pol- 
itical affairs with those of the Reigh 
Whatever the status they may be allowed 
to pretend, they are within the “orbit”, 
and their resources in man-power and 
materials at the disposal of Hitler. 

The Fuehrer has resumed his “march 
to the east.” This step brings him to the 
borders of Rumania, with its wheat lands 
and oil wells. And, through a compliant 
Hungary, to the borders also of Yugo- 
slavia, Only a hundred miles of Rumanian 
territory separates him from the Russian 
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Ukraine, long ago designated as his ob- 
jective. 

The easing of tension which London 
and Paris noted a week ago is explained. 
It applies only on the western front. The 
Fuehrer is marching east—not west. 


Safety Demands Action 


The building of new houses in Edmon- 
ton has long since become more than a 
question of catering to the comfort and 
convenience of the resident population or 
of making room for the new-comers who 
have been moving in steadily and in quite 
large numbers for several years. It has 
become also a question of protecting 
lives. 

Because of the congestion, the city’s 
sanitary regulations in respect to air 
space have not been enforced for years. 
Whether the city has suspended, or can 
suspend, also its legal responsibility for 
not enforcing its own regulations, and 
permitting admittedly hazardous condi- 
tions to exist and intensify, is a matter 
the council and the taxpayers would do 
well to think about. 

A month or more ago the city’s med- 
ical officer of health presented a report 
in which he specifically referred to the 
danger of contagious disease starting an 
epidemic because of the crowding of res- 
idential buildings. Council has never 
called for—or has never made public—a 
report from the officials of the fire de- 
partment as to what they think about the 
fire hazard inherent in these conditions. 
Council, it may be suspected, is afraid to 
ask for such a report. 

Anyone who knows anything of the 
situation where some houses have been 
subdivided into apartments can guess 
what such a report would say. Narrow, 
crooked hallways, steep and crooked 
stairways, outside stairways coated with 
snow and ice—these are anything but 
precautions against tragedy should fire 
break out. Those* who read with horror 
about the loss of life in a Halifax hotel 
fire must reflect with some misgivings 
that there are premises in Edmonton 
which in case of fire could hardly be other 
than death-traps. 

These are the serious, and sinister, 
aspects of the housing scarcity in this 
city. They make it something more than 
a matter of policy on the part of the city 
council to get from the legislature power 
to start a housing scheme if private enter- 
prise fails to respond actively when re- 
strictive provincial legislation is removed. 
In the light of well-known facts council 
would make itself guilty of culpable neg- 
ligence if it did not take all possible steps 
to remedy a housing shortage that has 
become a very positive housing menace.

Blaming Demoeracies 

It is likely to require something more definite 
than general statements in support of charges 
such as that of the Fascist editor at Rome who 
says the democracies of the world are preparing 
military attack on the totalitarian states. 

Democracies are arming, it is true, and it ap- 
pears equally true that they are evolving a stiffer 
front for what totalitarian demands may next be 
made upon them, 

The best test of peaceful intent is tangible, 
recognizable effort in the direction of peace, as 
Mr. Chamberlain has suggested on a number of 
occasions. The British premier just recently pro- 
posed an armament reduction conference for 
Europe. There has been no encouragement to 
this idea from any dictator state. 

Preparedness for war does not necessarily 
mean will to war. One would suggest that not 
for a minute does it mean the will to war in the 
case of the British nations, France and the United 
States. One has little hesitancy about sug- 
gesting that if these ngtions were not armed 
and arming as they are they would have little 
respect from the totalitarian states. The totali- 
tarian states appear to represent a. psychology 
that respects armed might and not a great deal 
else. This in the case of the military cliques that 
rule them.—Regina Leader-Post. 


What Does Italy Want of Spain? 


Italy has sacrificed money she could not 
afford and men she could not spare in Spain. 
Does she seek no reward except the knowledge 
that what she is pleased to call the danger of 
Bolshevism in Spain has been exorcized and a 
totalitarian government established there? It 
may be so, but the assumption strains credulity. 
In case of war it no doubt matters to Italy 
whether the gates of the Mediterranean are held 
by a Government naturally friendly or hostile to 
her, but since there will be no war.in the Medi- 
terranean except of Italy’s making, her pre- 
occupation with considerations bearing on a war 
would not be reassuring. .. . Two factors may 
influence Italy's decision. One is the unequivocal 
declaration made by Mr. Chamberlain recently 
that a country which attacks France attacks 
Britain; the other is the view General Franco 
himself may hold on the subject of Spain for the 
Spaniards—without Italians. We live in a real- 
istic world in which gratitude between nations 
plays little part, and it is at least a tenable thesis, 
for which there is some concrete evidence, that 
if General Franco does become ruler of Spain 
he will consider it quite as much to his interest 
to maintain friendly relations with a France 
which adjoins his frontiers and a Britain with 
which his country needs to continue to trade on 
a substantial scale as to further the ambitions of 
a restless Mediterranean Power which has 
patently ends to serve that are not Spanish.— 
The Spectator (London). 


More than four thousand shadowy years 
have rolled by since the days of the Emperor 
Huang-Ti, when old China first began to count 
her calendar. Sunday marked one more entry 
in the long scroll and a new year began, though 
to young China it was only the 28th since the 
founding of the republic. 

Traditionally gay with banners and harmless 
fusillade of firecrackers, this year’s celebration 
had a grimmer note wherever the Chinese rallied. 

Here the revered and benign dragon of other 
days failed to wind its way through the streets. 
There were fire-crackers, to be sure; but they 
ecifoed distant machine guns. The symbolical 
lion, who builds his strength on lettuce, capered 
in the parade; but he was begging money now 
to match the shiny new metor-ambulance des- 
tined for far-off battlefields. 

In Chunking, as everywhere beyond the 
trenches, the celebrations were rededications of 
the New Life movement which is China’s 
spiritual support in her long struggle. Along 
the thousand-mile front the guns still challenged 
the invader. 

Is this “Year of the Hare” to be the last year 
of China? The Japanese drive on. Yet there 
are doubts engendered by last year, the furi- 
ous “Year of the Tiger.” China should have suc- 
cumbed long ago. The schedules called for it 
and the military experts predicted it. Yet after 
two years of costly warfare the struggle still goes 
on. The final outcome of it lies hidden in this 
darkly dawning year—New York Times. 


A Statesman Made Pope 


The Catholic Church takes talent where it 
finds it and turns it to account. The late Pope, 
Pius XI., was of humble peasant stock.- The 
new Pope, Pius XII, is a member of the ancient 


| nobility. 


The cardinals assembled at Rome seem to 
have had no difficulty whatever in choosing the 
new Pontiff. Pope Pius had let it be known, 
before his death, that it was his wish that his 
secretary of state, Cardinal Pacelli, should suc- 
ceed him, and, though a pope has no power what- 
ever to bequeath his throne, still the known de- 
sire of a man who has once wielded such great 
authority must have some effect. 

However, it was not the wish of Pius XI that 
elected Cardinal Pacelli Pope. It was rather 
the carginal’s own fitness for the position. Almost 
on the day of his ordination, young Eugenio 
Pacelli entered the Holy Congregation for Ex- 
traordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs—the office of 
the papal secretary of state—and in it he has re- 
mained throughout his career. In this office, he 
served his apprenticeship to Vatican diplomatic 
service. 
state to Merry del Val and Gasperri. In it, he 
served as nuncio to Munich and Berlin in the 
troubled late years of the war and through most 
of the Weimar republic. And in it he spent eight 
years as head of the deparament after Gasparri 
retired. 

The new Pope i8 thus a distinguished and 
trained ecclesiastical diplomat, a practised 
ecclesiastical statesman. More than any other 
man in the church, he has his finger on the pulse 
of the international situation. The members of 
the conclave apparently recognized that the 
qualities needed in the head of the church in 
these troubled days were the qualities which dis- 
tinguished Cardinal Pacelli, and so, with what 
speed they could, they elected him Pope. In 
doing this, they were not wanting in courage, for, 
within the past week or so, Dr. Goebbels of Ber- 
lin and Count Ciano of Rome have both let it be 
known, indirectly, of course, that Cardinal 
Pacelli would not be acceptable.—-Vancouver

It would make 
a good story to tell in detail how this young 
returned man restored that weed-grown farm to 
fertility, till Hereford Farm became a show place 
in the district, and how with the get of that half- 
blind mare he picked up good prize money in the 
Western fairs.

A reticent chap, who liked best to tell of his 
experiments in mixed fodder crops, “Bob” Weir 
had to be high-pressured into accepting a 
nomination in 1930. It surprised him that he 
won—the farmers of the district putting aside 
party politics to support a good neighbor who 
had made high success of 
his own farming. He was 
still more surprised when 
Premier Bennett—yielding 
to the urgings of the Live-Stock Breeders Asso- 
ciation—selected him, a tyro in polities, to be 
his Minister of Agriculture. When he left his 
farm to go to Ottawa to be sworn in, I drove 
with him as far as Regina. During the long drive 
he talked of his hopes, saying he was glad he 
was not much of a partisan in politics as it would 
leave him free to devote himself to his depart- 
ment. Yet those who tried to take a fall out of 
the new minister on the floor of the House, 
found he was well able to take care of himself. 
He achieved one of his hopes in being able to lift 
the embargo against Canadian cattle, and have 
live-stock shipments resumed to Great Britain. 

It was typical of him, that after the Bennett 
government failed of re-election, like Cincin- 
natus returning to his cabbage patch, he re- 
turned gladly to his farm at Weldon to resume 
the life of a western producer.

A REAL FARMER 
FOR MINISTER 


The Nazis have taken a Vancouver-built 
ship—one of the war-time products of the B.C. 
shipyards—to be a training vessel for the Ger- 
man merchant marine. She is one of the five- 
masted schooners of the “Mabel Brown” type, 
on whose trial trip I had an opportunity of sail- 
ing. 

Five times she changed 
her name and nationality, 
till Commander Sergius 
Riis, American explorer and ship captain saw 
her in the Baltic last year. He gave her Ameri- 
can registry, re-named her “Andromeda” and 
sailed her to the German port of K®denigsberg to 
be refitted at a cost of 10,000 marks. That was 
where he made his mistake. He planned to pay 
for the ship-yard and sail-loft bill by taking a 
load of German pulp to America. 

Half the cargo was loaded when something 
happened. What it was, the owner probably 
knows least of all. The cargo was unloaded, and 
the cost of loading and unloading charged 
against the ship. Accusation was made—and 
later disproved—that Commander Riis was a 
former Soviet naval embassy attache. Costs 
piled up. In the end the vessel was sold by 
auction to an agent of the German government 
for 30,000 marks. She is now being equipped at 
Hamburg to carry a complement of sea cadets. 
“Hard cases make bad laws” as the judges say. 

About 250 in length, heavily built of B.C. fir 
timbers, and with an auxiliary engine aiding her 
sails, the staunch vessel has been logged at 14 
knots.

Sixty years ago today Canada 
entered upon a new fiscal era. 
When the customs houses of the 
then sparsely populated and yet 
geographically disunited Canada 
opened for business on the morn- 
ing of March 15, 1879, it was to 
administer a new tariff introduced 
into the House of Commons the 
previous afternoon by Sir Leonard 
Tilley, the National Policy Tariff. 

Sir John Macdonald, always a 
little inclined to the drametic, took 
advantage of that characteristic, 
because it was just a year anda 
day since, in that very same House 
of Commons, the Liberal majority 
had voted down his proposition 
that the time hed arrived for the 
introduction into Canada of a 
national policy of tariff and ad- 
ministration which should bring 
prosperity to this country. 

In his budget speech on March 
14, Sir Leonard Tilley had review- 
ed the campaign in which John A, 
Charles Tupper and others had for 
three years urged the adoption of a 
protective tariff. It was on March 
14, 1878, that John A. had, for a 
second time, asked the House to 
change its policy; and it was on 
March 15, 1879, that the new tariff 
went into force, the electors have 
ing, on September 21, 1878, endors- 
ed the policy.

Don’t Wear Bangs If 
You've An Oval 


According To 
Culbertson 


“Dear Mr. Culbertson: The writer 
has the pleasure and misfortune to 
play with various types of bridge 
players, some experts and some very 
poor amateurs. This argumeni, how- 
ever, arose in a game which was 
supposed to consist of fairly good 
players. The bone of contention 
was the insistence of my opponents 
that ‘if you hesitate you must bid. 
This remark naturally is correct in 
its place, but in my opinion it ‘cer- 
tainly does not cover the following 
case: 

“South, dealer.

“With North-South 60 on ‘score I 
was South, the dealer, I picked up 
my hand and bid one diamond with- 
out any hesitation. West bid one 
spade and North one no trump. East 
bid two spades and I passed, not be- 
cause I was afraid to rebia three 
diamonds, but because I knew my 
partner and was afraid he would 
go to three no trump. Also I wanted 
to see what he would do regarding 
the two spade bid. West passed, my 
partner bid two no trump, and East 
passed, 

“At this stage I hesitated for fully 
one minute. Naturally the thought 
in my mind was that, with 60 points 
on score, three diamonds might be 
a much safer bid than two no trump. 
But, as I said before, knowing my 
partner, I felt that he would only 
say three no trump anyway, and 
after the aforesaid hesitation I pass- 
ed. West then bid three spades and 
my partner doubled. At this point 
East broke out in a storm, claiming 
that I was not ethical, as my hesi- 
tation had given my partner some 
information and his double of three 
spades was based primarily on that 
hesitation, 

“Now I contend that he was very 
wrong and that the ruling of ‘he 
who hesitates must bid’ had no 
bearing in this particular case. As 
the arbitrator, will you kindly ad- 
vise who was right? 

“M. &., Chicago.” 


This question of hesitating or not 
hesitating, and bidding ‘or not bid- 
ding when the hestation has taken 
place, is one of the most trouble- 
«ome questions in the entire code of 
ethics. Experts have no difficulty 
with it. They know when a hesi- 
tation (without a bid) is fair and 
just and when it is not. Average 
players, however, unknowingly of- 
fend against the code of ethics time 
and again. The answer is simple if 
one goes to the trouble to figure it 
out, A hesitation in the bidding, 
followed by a pass, is unfair, hence 
unethical, when such action gives 
partner possibly valuable informa- 
tion. If the hesitation and pass con- 
vey no particular message, or if 
they can be misconstrued by part- 
ner, then they are not out of order. 

It should be obvious that the case 
in hand falls into this category. 
South really had something to think 
about over his partner's two no 
trump bid. Naturally he preferred 
a three diamond contract, but 
knowing his partner’s predilection 
for no trump and for “hogging the 
bidding,” I ean understand and 
s¥mpathize with South’s indecision. 
The fact that I personally would bid 
three diamonds has nothing to do 
with the case. The pertinent point 
is that South did not give valuable 
infermation to North. South might 
have been hesitating about the bid 
of a new suit as well as the rebid 
of the diamond suit. If North, after 
South's hesitation and pass, had 
raised diamonds with less than ade- 
quate trump support he might have 
been fairly: accused of presuming 
that South’s hesitation indicated a 
rebiddable diamond suit. This did 
not happen, however. Far from

When pain is actually due to 
stomach disease such as ulcer or 
inflammation, it will generally be 
true that the pain has some re- 
lationship to meals. It will either 
appear after eating, or will be re- 
lieved by eating. Ulcer patients are 
especially likely to notice relief

Pain due to gas pressure is gen- 
erally not found with great regu- 
| larity, It may be somewhat of the

do when these colicky pains are 
present, is to use hot applications 
over the upper abdomen

ESE prizefights, too, always 

managed somehow to point up 
the. individual life-dramas of the 
men who were engaging in them, 
and climax situations in their car- 
eers that were better than any stage 
play. There was always some great 
human story connected with them, 
it seemed. For instance, when 
Dempsey went to Philadelphia to 
train for his first fight with Gene 
Tunney, it was his first match with- 
out the man who made him—Jack 
Kearns. Their great Damon and 
Pythias friendship had broken up 
over a woman, and a glamorous one 
at that, a motion-picture star who 
‘was Dempsey’s wife. Why, it was 
all more dramatic and gripping than 
any screen story. And by paying 
Mr. Rickard the modest sum of 
‘twenty-five or fifty: dollars and 
taking a little trip to Philadelphia 
you--could actually be present and 
tee what happened when this man 
Dempsey went into action for the 
first time without his alter ego at 
his-elbow. 

Or you read that Gene Tunney 
was trying to make a million dol- 
lars so that he could ask a 
wealthy society girl to marry him, 
a fiction story right out of the 
Saturday Evening Post. By pur- 
chasing a seat for the Chicago 
fight you could with your own 
eyes see the young man earn the 
million dollars that was to make 
it possible for him to pop the 
question. Or this fighter or that- 
one was broke and his home 
crumbling. He needed to win his 
next fight to save all. 

The public was privy to all of 
these affairs. The newspapers let 
them in on everything they could 
find out. From time to time life 
histories of the celebrities were 
printed. Well, each fight was such 
history in the making. And if you 
were lucky and had a good seat, you 
might even hear a wife or sweet- 
heart (when Max Baer fought, it 
was pretty nearly the female 
population of the entire first three 
rows) scream in pain and terror 
as her-man went down. 


GANGSTERS IN FRONT 
And, curiously, the crowds them- 
selves drew crowds. There was nd | 


hope of sitting in a front seat unless 
you were a celebrity, bootlegger, 
gangster, politician, or friend of the 
fev last-named, but the crowd 
itself, lying like a great black mon- 
ster in the shadows back of the 
center patch of bright white ring 
lights, was a spectacle, and coming 
to see and admire itself, this mon- 
ster fattened and grew larger and 
larger.

when you handed over a hundred- 
dollar bill for two, you felt that you 
had received something, gold- 
backed and handsomely engraved. 

In and out the doors of those 
old-fashioned, perfumed, glitter- 
ing hotel suites, wandered men 
with money in their fists, gold- 
currency yellow-backs, thousand- 
dollar bills, or certified checks 
for two and three thousand dol- 
lars for blocks of seats for a “lit- 
tle party for some of the boys.” 
Firms in addition to paying 
bonuses used to make it a practice 
of purchasing a block of seats for 
their entire sales or office staffs, 
and giving a party the same night 
to boot. 

There was money crammed into 
safes, stuffed into desk drawers, 
lying around Joose in wire baskets.

Men} 
would plead for twenty tickets, 
worth a thousand dollars or so, in- 
side the first twenty rows “.. . and 
here’s a couple of C’s for you, girlie, 
if you can fix it up.” Plainclothes- 
men and coppers with guns and 
cartridge bandoliers worn outside 
stood guard at the doors and 
watched the never thinning crowd 
of thugs, politicians, fight managers, 
society men, plain and fancy 
women, gang leaders, bootleggers, 
actors, newspapermen, bankers and 
brokers, mingling in the corridors 
waiting to get into the sacred cham- 
bers to explain to Rickard, or} 
whomever they could get to near- 
est him, just why it was imperative 
that they be permitted to present 
him with cash or certified checks 
running into thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars for seats. 

Tex was always around, bland, 
smooth, grinning under his wide- 
brimmed fedora hat with the 
front turned down, carrying his 
sold-headed cane and a cigar. 
When he had to read a letter he 
affixed gold-rimmed glasses to his 
nose, He was always accessible 
to the right people, and it was 
startling sometimes to note the 
range of people who were right. 
They were scandalous, gaudy, 

exciting, incredible days. The voices 
of the homeless and the starving 
were weak, faint, and distant in 
those times, and nobody heard them 
over the clamor of the ballyhoo, 
anyway. “What's that? Mike has 
a pair in the third row he'll let you 
have for five hundred? Grab em! 
It's a bargain.” For sheer, naked 
immorality, it was hard to beat. 


THE PAINTED CORPSE 

I always have to think of those 
days, somehow, in comparison with 
the last performance in which Rick- 
ard figured, when his painted corpse 
lay in state in Madison Square 
Garden, the great steel and concrete 
sports arena in New York, of which 
he was president and director. His 
last audience, come to patronize 
him, thousands upon thousands of 
people, filed past his bier.in a never 
ending line 

I remember choosing to view the 
scene from the topmost gallery at 
the east end of the Garden. There | 
was an entrance to this gallery from 
the offices of the Garden conces- 
sionaire, the hot-dog and soda-pop 
man, and | sat for an hour or more 
watching, surrounded by white- | 
coated candy and soft-drink butch- 
ers. 

The west end of the Garden had 
been turned into an altar of 
flowers, in the center of which 
was Rickard's expensive coffin, 
of the type and design which in 
those days we called the “Gang- 
ster’s Special.” It was massive 
and of bronse, fluted, scrolled, 
and ornamented with glass cover- 
ing half the top, so that ene could 
peer down through at the mummy 
within, There was no light in the 
Garden except for a row of slant- 
ing shafts of late sun that cut 
down through the narrow clere- 
story windows just beneath the 
roof of the building. Two of these 
fell athwart the bier. 

There was no noise in the Garden | 
that day except for the ceaseless 
slurp-scrape, slurp-scrape, slurp. 
scrape of feet shuffling over the 
terrazzo floor, and coughs and clear- 
ings of throats that echoed through 
the arena.
